Rites Set Today 
For Train Victim 


Funeral services were to be held 
this morning for William L. Roper, 
73, retired Menlo Park grocer who 
died instantly when he was struck 
by a fast-moving train here Friday 
afternoon. : 

Interment was to be at Holy Cross 
cemetery in this city following re- 
quiem mass at the Church of the 
Nativity at 9:30 a.m. 

Roper, who lived at the Palm 
hotel on Oak Grove avenue, had 
been a resident of Menlo Park since 
1924. He had operated a grocery 
at Oak Grove avenue and El Cam- 
ino Real for a number of years, and 
had later operated a grocery in the 
Las Lomitas area west of the city. 

The accident occurred at 4:40 p.m. 
when Roper, crossing the tracks 
while walking toward El Camino 
Real, stepped into the path of the 
southbound Del Monte limited. The 
train does not stop at the Menlo 
Park station. 

The body fell under the train’s 
wheels and was decapitated and 
otherwise badly mangled, accord- 
ing to Menlo Park police.

Grade Crossing 
Contract Okayed 


A resolution calling for a con- 
tract between the City of Menlo 
Park and the Southern Pacific rail- 
road for joint financing of barriers 
and signals at the Ravenswood ave- 
nue crossing was passed Tuesday 
night by the city council. 

The measure was passed after 
City Manager Cecil Longson re- 
ported that the city’s share of the 
cost of the project, $9100, could be 
financed with the aid of California 
state gas tax funds. 

A like amount will be paid by the 
Southern Pacific. 

,Councilman Michael Belangie ob- 
served that the barriers might ag- 
gravate the traffic problem on Rav- 
enswood avenue between El Cam- 
ino Real and the tracks, and al- 
though favoring the installation of 
the barriers, called for study of the 
problem. 

He observed that the acuteness of 
the problem was emphasized Friday 
afternoon when, due to an accident, 
a train was stopped at the crossing 
for more than 20 minutes while 
traffic was allowed to “pile up”.

Any claim by a candidate that he will ‘’take politics 
out of the schools’’ is rather specious in referring to local 
school operations. Mr. Hall has made no such claim. He has 
pointed up the duty of the county office to provide service and 
{ function as a liaison agency between local school governments 

and the state school department.

Our interest in the urban fringe 
is primarily to prevent counties 
from furnishing the equivalent of 
municipal policing, fire protection,

The California veterans 
which keep the state farm and home 
purchase program for veterans in 
operation do not involve a cent of 
eost to the taxpayers, it is pointed 
out by Floyd D. Granger, veterans 
service officer, San Mateo county.

Unlke bonds for schools, sanita- 
tion and other public improve- 
ments, the California veterans 
ponds are entirely self-liquidating, 
he went on to explain, adding:

“They are very 
bonds that financed the San 
Francisco-Oakland Bay bridge. 


The tolls paid for those who use 
the bridge pay for the bonds and 
for maintenance. In the case of 
the veterans’ bonds, the monthly 


installments that the veterans pay 
on their farms and homes cover 
poth the bond redemption and the 
administrative overhead. In other 
words, the participating veterans 
pay the whole freight.”

Th fact that this is today a city 
of the United States rather than a 
Mexican or Spanish pueblo was due 
to a series of events and circum- 


stances—economic, social and pol- 
itical—which led to the realization 
of the United State’s ‘Manifest 
Destiny” of spanning the contin- 
ent. 

BAD START 

The first United States vessels to 
touch at California ports apparent- 
ly didn’t create good impressions 
among the Spaniards already here. 

The initiation of “commerce” 
began in 1796, when the “Otter,” 
commanded by one Capt. Eben- 
ezer Dorr, stopped at San Diego 
to secure supplies for a trip to 

China. 

The vessel was making a ‘round- 
the-world trading voyage. At night, 
however, the Yankee skipper landed 
10 men and one woman—English 
convicts who had joined the ship at 
Botany Bay, Australia. 

The Spanish officials were in- 
censed by the action, but they were 
later mollified when the convicts 
proved to be skilled artisans and

Liver is one of those food 
standbys that may be turned to 
again and again without mo- 
notony. Among the different 
ways of serving is ground liver 
formed into loaves or patties. 

Before grinding, liver should 
be lightly browned in a small 
amount of lard or meat drip- 
pings, according to Reba Staggs, 
well known meat cookery expert.

To each pound of choice prepared 
strawberries allow one pound of 
sugar and one teaspoon of lemon 
juice, Prepare a sirup from straw- 
berry juice and sugar as described 
under method II. Add the berries to 
the sirup and simmer for three to 
five minutes. Drain the berries from 
the sirup and place about an inch 
apart on shallow enameled pans or 
china platters. Boil the sirup until 
it is fairly thick; that is, for about 
10 minutes, or to 221°. Remove the 
scum, add the lemon juice, and pour 
the sirup in a thin layer over the 
berries. Cover with window glass 
propped up about one-fourth inch 
from the pans. Place in the sun for 
two or three days or until the sirup 
has jelled.

And although no one living in 
what is now Menlo Park knew it at 
the time, the foundations were be- 
ing laid for a United States-type of 
community rather than a Mexican 
one. 


LOOKING BACKWARD 
Reports of Early Explorers Led 
Yanks to Coast—and M. P. Area 


(Continued from Page 1-B) that cattle-raising began to become 
the main industry in California, af- 
ter the beginning of the seculariza- 
tion of the missions. 

The commerce in hides, of course, 
brought American traders, many of 
whom later settled in the state. 

It was shortly after this—1827— 
that the first party of American 
trappers, travelling overland, arrived 
in California. Other parties fol- 
lowed. 

FRENCHMAN IMPRESSED 

It was during the same year that 
the first French ship touched at 
California in the course of another 
‘round the world voyage. 

Later, in 1837, a French Frigate 
commanded by Captain Abel du 
Petit-Thouars touched at Monterey. 
Impressed by the region, Petit- 
Thouars later wrote a book prais- 
ing its virtues. 

During the same year, however, 
the region’s first critic arrived in 
San Francisco. 

This was Captain Sir Edward 
Belcher, R.N., commander of 
H.M.S. “Sulphur,” who stopped at 
the port in the course of a hydro- 
graphic survey of the coast. Bel- 
cher’s opinions of the bay area 
and the people who inhabited it 
were not flattering. 

Opinions of an opposite nature 
were formed two years later by a 
French hydrographer, Captain Cyr- 
ille Pierre Theodore LaPlace. He, 
too, wrote a book. Another French- 
man who later turned author to des- 
cribe the beauties of the region ar- 
rived in 1841. 

YANKS ARRIVE 

Americans were “getting in on the 
act” at last, however, encouraged by 
reports reaching the United States 
from several sources, including the 
American settlers in California and 
the trappers who visited here. 

In 1841 an expedition of six ves- 
sels and 600 men, commanded by 
navy Lieutenant Charles Wilkes, 
anchored in San Francisco Bay. 
Members of the party probably be- 
came very well acquainted with 
what is now Menlo Park in the 
course of their extensive investiga- 
tions, but reports made by Wilkes 
on his return to the east coast were 
mainly scientific in character. 

During the same year, the first 
party of overland immigrants arriv- 
ed in the Bay area after crossing 
the continent. The party was head- 
ed by Captain John Bartleson. 

Presaging things to come, the 
first gold was shipped from Cali- 
fornia, by two earlier settlers from 

the United States, in 1842. 

In 1843, Thomas Oliver Larkin 
was appointed U.S. Consul in Mon- 
terey. 

By this time, the future began to 
take shape. It wis during these 
years that citizens of the Republic

Shaler got into trouble with the 
authorities when members of his 
crew were found to be trading for 
pelts with the Indians, a practice 
which was illegal. 

After delivering his men from 

jail, Shaler fled in his vessel, but 
not without exchanging artillery 
shots with the fort at the entrance 
to the harbor. 
It was at about this time that a 
“style,” a “fad,” began to influence 
the history of California. As it 
happened, hats made from sea- 
otter pelts became the vogue in 
many parts of Europe and the 
United States, and the furs also 
brought a high price on the China 
market. 

This brought the Russians, who 
were leaders in developing fur- 
trading and trapping establishments 
in the Aleutians, into the California 
picture. 

RUSSIAN VISITS BAY 

In 1806 one Nikolai Rezanof, 
chamberlain to the Czar and one 
of the leaders of the Muscovite fur- 
trading company, arrived in San 
Francisco in search of supplies for 
the men at Fort Sitka, Alaska. 

Whether or not he appreciated 
the advantages of the bay area are 
not known, since accounts of his 
stay in San Francisco mostly con- 
cern the classic California romance; 
that of Rezanof and Maria de la 
Conception Marcella Arguello, sister 
of the Don Luis, the grantee of 
Rancho de las Pulgas in later years. 

Continued Russian fur-trading 
activities resulted in the establish- 
ment of Fort Ross in 1812 and also 
brought one of the region’s first 
“boosters” in 1816. 

The latter was Otto von Kotze- 
bue, whose ship, the “Rurik,” arrived 
in San Francisco in 1816 in the 
course of an exploration of the 
coast. Besides writing of the ad- 
vantages of the region Kotzebue 

continued to explore, later making 
another stop in San Francisco bay. 
BEECHEY’S MAP 

Perhaps the first Englishman to 
view whas is now Menlo Park was 
Captain Frederick William Beechey, 
R. N., whose vessel, H. M. S. 
“Blossom,” arrived in San Francisco 
in 1826. 

One can be fairly certain that 
Beechey viewed the area now oc- 
cupied by Menlo Park; he was the 
first person ever to map the en- 
tirety of San Francisco Bay. 

It was at about this same time

That’s a pertinent subject now 
that we're considering progra 
for next fall. Book reviews have peen 
extremely popular the past ten 
years, given sometimes by members

It is elementary that no one can 
or should try to give all of a book. 
That isn’t fair to the author. If 
you get just a sample and like it, 
you'll probably want to read the

There are as many methods as 
there are books; sometimes there 
must be a summary first, then the 
reading or discussion of excerpts. 

It is the selection and compres- 
sion, without sacrificing dramatic 
values, that makes a good review. 
DON’T RUSH IT 

The occasion? NEVER schedule 
a review on a “hurry, hurry” pro- 
gram. I like to have an hour. Some 
things can be done in less time, 
but my own preference is to do a 
preview on a program where it is 
the main item. 

The speaker? Let’s hope she has 
learned her business in smaller 
groups before you present her to 
a general meeting. 

Let her choose her own book; 
she’ll do a better job. You may 
well explain what sort of thing 
you want. And you MUST be hon- 
est about time. 

You may argue, but I want the 
speaker to STAND UP. She can test 
audience reaction, everybody can see 
her. And she’s too comfortable in a 
chair. Her feet need to remind her 
of the passage of YOUR time..and 
HERS.

There’s nothing that will mee 
so many varied interests or that will 
give your program such a current 
atmosphere as the review of new 
books...accompanied, I hope, by 
lively book chat about other titles 
and authors. 

“I ALWAYS SLEEP” 

A woman told me the other day,, 
“IT always sleep through book re- 
views.” Another said, “Do they 
HAVE to give you every single 
word...and keep going back to put 
in parts of the plot they forgot?” 

ANSWER...you should be kept 
awake...if you’ve been getting 
your sleep at the proper time! 

And they DON’T have to tell every 

word! 

Not every good book is suitable 
for oral review. The ideal choice for 
a church benefit, general club meet- 
ing, or guest day is a biography 
with a lot of human interest and 
anecdote. Second, a meaty thought- 
ful novel with unusual setting or 
atmosphere, an important theme. 
Some travel books are good; so are 
some provocative social studies. 

Preferably, don’t chose a major 
book club choice nor a book that 
has been serialized. ‘loo many will 
have read it.
